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Constitution Issues 


INN’S of April 23, 1938, carried a 


list of stamps at that time already 

issued or proposed to commemo- 

rate the sesquicentennial of the 
Constitution of the United States. Since 
then the U. S. has issued two additional 
commemoratives as part of its observ- 
ance of the three-year celebration and 
foreign nations have continued to add 
stamps as well. Some are still being 
planned. 

On June 21, 1938, the U. S. issued the 
3c Ratification of the Constitution Com- 
memorative stamp. New Hampshire 
was the ninth state to ratify the Con- 
stiution, doing so on June 21, 1788, and 
according to the agreement of the 1787 
Constitutional Convention the document 
went into effect upon that date, it having 
been agreed that as soon as nine states 
had ratified, the Constitution was to be 
considered adopted and in force. The 
stamp however was issued on the first 
day at Philadelphia, rather than at New 
Hampshire, as the Pennsylvania city 
had been the seat of the Constitutional 
Convention and government at time of 
ratification. The design differed from 
the first stamp, in that it was symbolical 
and did not portray actual events and 
characters. It depicted a Colonial-type 
courthouse with two horsemen in the 
foreground, one in the act of mounting 
and the other galloping away carrying 
the news of ratification. Printed by the 
rotary press in sheets of 200, the stamp 
was issued in customary panes of 50. 
The color was a very different shade of 
purple, being very bluish in contrast to 
the reddish shade of the 1937 stamp. 

The third and last of the Constitution 
issues by the U. S. was issued on April 
30, 1939, at New York City, commemo- 
tating the 150th anniversary of the in- 
auguration of George Washington as 
first Constitutional President. To issue 
the stamps on the exact anniversary, the 
post office was open that morning to 
sell the stamps, though the day was a 
Sunday. The number of first day covers 
sent of this stamp was exceeded on only 
one other first day sale, that of the 3c 
World’s Fair stamp a few weeks before. 
In designing the Inaugural stamp, some 
difficulty was experienced in obtaining 
a suitable and historically accurate scene. 
The inauguration had taken place on 
the balcony of Federal Hall, a building 
which the citizens of New York had 
rebuilt for the use of the new govern- 
ment when that city was chosen as

capital. A stone structure, it was long 
ago torn down to make way for the giant 
office buildings of Wall Street. The most 
accurate picture of the inaugural scene 
was that given by a painting by one 
Alonzo Chappel in 1859, as one of a 
series to be used to illustrate the book, 
“The Lite and Times of Washington” 
written by the Rev. John F. Schroeder 
and published by Johnson, Fry & Co. 
of New York City. Chappel was not a 
witness to the ceremony, and it is not 

















known how painstaking he was to re- 
create as authentic a picture as possible. 
He appears to be one of the least known 
American artists, for even the Library 
of Congress has no biographical data cn 
him. 

The Bureau designers found one omis- 
sion by Chappel which seems to have 
been a careless error. No railing is 
depicted in Chappel’s painting, though it 
was known that an ornamental iron one 
had graced the front of the balcony as 
the New York Historical Society has a 
portion of the original railing in its 
possession. The Bureau artists added to 
Chappel’s scene, a likeness of this rail- 
ing; also placing a table between Wash- 
ington and Chancellor Livingston. What 
historical authority there was for adding 
the table is not known; presumably it 
was described by eye-witnesses of the 
ceremony. The inauguration ceremony 
was very brief. At noon, a parade com- 





posed of some military forces, Congres- 
sional committees and various officials, 
foreign as well as domestic, had escorted 
the President-elect to the small Federal 
building. The Vice-President, John 
Adams had been sworn in some days 
before and presided over a joint session 
of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in the Senate Chamber upstairs. 
As soon as Washington appeared with 
his escort in the crowded chamber, 
Adams announced that Washington had 
been duly elected President and was 
now ready to take the oath of office as 
prescribed by the Constitution. Wash- 
ington was then conducted to the balcony 
adjoining the room by Vice-President 
Adams, Governor DeWitt Clinton of 
New York, and Chancellor Robert Liv- 
ingston of New York. A representation 
of the ensuing scene is preserved in the 
great bronze eastern door of the Senate 
wing of the present capitol. As shown on 
the stamp, the figures are supposed to 
represent Secretary Samuel A. Otis of 
the Senate holding the cushion upon 
which the Bible rests; Chancellor Liv- 
ingston facing Washington who has one 
hand upon the opened book; between 
the heads of Livingston and Washington 
and in back of Otis are depicted General 
Arthur St. Clair, Governor of the North- 
west Territory; Henry Knox, Secretary 
of War; and Roger Sherman, a Repre- 
sentative. To the extreme right of the 
picture in the foreground is Vice-Presi- 
dent Adams, almost obscured by General 
Von Steuben. 

The Inaugural stamp, unlike the other 
two Constitution commemoratives was 
printed by the flat plate process, and 
thus the sheets of 50 come with straight 
edges on two sides. The original Chappel 
painting is said to be owned at present 
by Oscar T. Barck of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
The Bible is now a prized possession of 
the St. John’s Lodge of the New York 
Masons. The piece of the original railing 
may be seen at the New York Historical 
Society. 


ADDITIONAL FOREIGN ISSUES: 


Spain, 1 peseta stamp on June 1, 1938. 
This stamp was issued in sheets of 50 
and also in single stamps in center of a 
small sheet, normally perforated. 100,000 
of the souvenir sheets and 300,000 sheet 
stamps were supposed to have been 
printed. Some of the souvenir sheets

Commemorative for Four 
States in November 





On June 8 Postmaster General Farley 
announced that a single commemorative 
will be issued in November of this year 
to commemorate the 50th anniversary of 
statehood of the states of North and 
South Dakota, Montana and Washington. 
These states were all admitted in No- 
vember, 1889. The one stamp will com- 
memorate the four anniversaries, will be 
of three-cent denomination and purple in 
color. Design, date and place of first day 
sale were reserved for future announce- 
ments. 





U. S. and Canada Inaugurate 
C. O. D. Business Reply 
Labels 


The Canadian Postal Service recently 
inaugurated a new form of use of the 
Business Reply permit which involves 
the use of what the Canadian service 
terms “labels” but which actually per- 
form the duties of postage stamps. Busi- 
ness firms may now include in their ad- 
vertisements in newspapers a printed 
business reply label which may be clipped 
from the advertisement by the customer 
and pasted on the face of an envelope 
addressed to the firm, the envelope be- 
ing handled by the post office like the 





4.85 envelopes many firms distribute which 


have the business reply imprint upon 
them. Upon delivery to the firm to 
which addressed, the post office collects 
4c for each letter bearing the label. 

The only difference between the labels 
and the usual imprinted form on enve- 
lopes is that the labels are required to 
be inscribed “Business Reply Label” in- 
stead of “Business Reply Envelope.” 
Otherwise they are to be similar in de- 
sign and wording to the imprint on en- 
velopes. 

Who will be the first to report covers 
bearing these labels, which function as 
sort of C. O. D. postage stamps? With- 
out the label, mail would be held for 
postage, or if no return address the ad- 
dressee is usually charged double the 
normal postage, so these labels do in 
their own peculiar manner replace regu- 
lar postage stamps. 

Though details are lacking, the U. S. 
postal service is also authorizing similar 
“postage prepaid” labels and business 
houses may obtain permits for using 
them in advertisements from their local 
local post office.

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First Flight on Northern 
Route June 24 


It was announced June 8 that the first 
flight via the Northern route of the 
Trans-Atlantic airmail will start on June 
24 from New York City, with return 
flight leaving Southampton, England, 
June 28. The route as announced before 
will be via Shediac, New Brunswick, 
Canada; Botwood, Newfoundland; and 
Foynes, Ireland, to Southampton. But 
mails will be received and dispatched 
from Moncton, New Brunswick instead 
of Shediac; at Dublin, Ireland instead of 
Foynes, and London, England instead of 
Southampton. 

Most important change in the original 
announcement (printed in last week’s 
LINN’S) is that postage rate to New 
foundland is increased to 15c on covers 
addressed to points outside Newfound- | 
land. If covers are sent to a Newfound 
land address the rate is 10c per half 
ounce, but if sent to address in U. S.,| 
Canada, etc., and marked “Via first | 
flight to Newfoundland” the postage is 
15c per half ounce. 





Postage rates in addition to above are: 


New York to Moncton, 6c per ounce; 
New York to Ireland or England 30c per | 
half ounce. All points except London | 
(Southampton) will backstamp covers | 
upon arrival. 

Moncton to Botwood, 15c per half | 
ounce; to Dublin and London, 30c per | 
half ounce, to USA 6c per ounce.

To obtain covers from points other 
than New York City, money orders may 
be sent the Moncton and Botwood post- 
masters with the covers sealed, addressed 
and otherwise ready to go. Covers with 
remittance must reach Moncton by June 
21 and Botwood June 19. Since transit 
time from Boston to Botwood is four 
days by present mails, collectors will not 
be able to send covers in time to that 
postmaster. Moncton, however, is an 
overnight delivery from Boston. 

Pan-American Airways have agreed to 
service covers for collectors at the fol- 
lowing prices which include a service 
charge. They requested that eastbound 
covers be sent to reach them June 14 
and westbound covers by the 20th. 
Whether in view of the short notice they 
would extend these time limits was not 
made clear. They may apply their own 
cachet to covers from Botwood and 
London, since those two post offices in 
accordance with English and Crown Col- 
ony procedure will not apply any cachet 
to mails dispatched from them. Total 
charges by PAA (collector to supply 
cover, addressed and sealed but not 
stamped) are: London or Dublin to 
Moncton or USA, 45c; London or Dublin 





to Botwoood, 50c; Botwood to Dublin or 
London, 45c; Botwood to Moncton, 25c; 
Botwood to USA, 30c; Moncton to Bot- 
wood, 30c; Moncton to USA, 21c; and 
Moncton to Dublin or London, 45c.

FRANCE RINGS 
THE BELL 


Every once in a 
while among 
France’s stream of 
special issues comes one that seems to 
justify the flood. Such, we think, is the 
one commemorating the centenary of 
the discovery of photography. Messrs. 
Niepce and Daguerre contributed a great 
deal to the world but because they didn’t 
do it in a grandiose manner they’ve 
been tucked away for a century in the 
less conspicuous niches of history. Our 
stamp albums show on every hand the 
results of their discovery. The beautiful 
pictorials are in many instances printed 
by a photographic process. Stamp papers 
and other publications are illustrated by 
photographs. Before the days of the 
halftone, forgers could work almost un- 
checked as there were scant means of 
illustrating originals or forgeries in a 
completely accurate manner. It has been 
a long time since illustrators, whether 
of stamps or publications, have had to 
rely on the inaccuracies of painters or

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Sarabia Flight Profitable 


The New York Times relates the full 
story of the flight of the Mexican avi- 
ator, Francisco Sarabia, from Mexico 
City to New York on May 24 as part of 
the fanfare to open the Mexican exhibit 
at the New York World’s Fair. To fi- 
nance the flight, the Mexican govern- 
ment fell back on the scheme used for 
Amelia Earhart’s similar flight a few 
years ago. 2100 copies of the 20c Mex- 
ican World’s Fair stamp were over- 
printed with an engraved inscription in 
the supper right corner in scarlet: “Sara- 
bia Vuelo Mexico-Nueva York” (Sarabia 
Flight, Mexico-New York). The aviator 
was given 1,000 of these, 400 copies were 
sent to the Universal Postal Union in 
order to give the stamp official standing 
as a stamp receivable for postage in 
Mexico. 300 copies were reserved for 
the Mexican Philatelic Agency to sell at 
a price to be determined by it, and the 
remaining 400 raffled by means of the 
machinery of the National Lottery. 


Sarabia was reported to have sold all 
but 53 copies in Mexico for $100 each 
but this he later denied, saying he had 
sold 200 at prices ranging from $30 to 
$40. However, one New York stamp 
department had about 100 copies for sale 
at $29.50 each and reported a quick sale 
for most. The issue was however facing 
a virtual boycott by stamp collectors and 
dealers both in Mexico and elsewhere 
due to its manner of issue. 

400 covers were carried on the flight, 
these bearing the 400 copies raffled. 
They were postmarked at Mexico City, 
bore an official cachet and were back- 
stamped at New York and sent to ad- 
dresses from that point. Sarabia was 
planning to present a block of four to 
Pres. Roosevelt in admiration of the 
President and his presentation scroll re- 
fers to the flight as a “good will” flight: 

Meanwhile, the Asociacion de Fila- 
telista Mexicanos with headquarters at 
Puebla is enlisting aid for a boycott of 
the issue. The club in a lengthy state- 
ment points out that the issue violated 
federal laws of Mexico in more than one 
manner. The Decree regarding the issue 
was not properly published they claim 
and in any event the original decree was 
later violated. The raffle was to have 
closed three days before the flight but 
this was changed without notice and the 
raffle lists closed on May 9 and the 
stamps raffled on May 10, though by the 
decree the lists should not have closed 
until May 21. As a result most of the 
persons winning the stamps were resi- 
dents of Mexico City as the raffle was

over before most of the rest of Mexico 
had received word there was to be one. 
Winners included many non-collectors. 
Winners were charged 20 centavos, face 
value, while non-winners were charged 
nothing for entering. In addition to 
other illegalities it develops that Pilot 
Sarabia was not a licensed mail pilot, 
having neither contract or bond and 
barred by law from transporting mail. As 
a consequence of these revelations the 
A. F. M. has received much support in 
its campaign to have the issue boycotted. 

The death of the aviator on June 7 
as his plane crashed on the start of the 
return flight, will probably have a quiet- 
ing effect on the stamp dispute. Rumors 
with no basis in truth to the effect that 
the crash was due to American sabotage 
resulted in an anti-American riot in 
Mexico City. The rumors gained cred- 
ence by the fact that Captain Emilio 
Carranza, popular Mexican ace, had 
been killed in a similar accident on his 
return flight to Mexico in 1928. Mexico 
issued in 1929 the well-known memorial 
set depicting him.

N’S WEEKLY STAMP

Okay, America! . . . Flashes from the 


Philippines! 





To predict the recall of all stamps at 
the Bureau of Posts, is still premature. 
But two national philatelic associations 
—the Asociacion Filatelica de Filipinas 
and the Philippine Air Mail Society, are 
now offering a prize of 100 pesos each, 
for the best set of designs on the future 
postage and airmail stamps of these 
Islands. 





Contest for the postage is being con- 
ducted by the Asociacion Filatelica de 
Filipinas, while the airmail is under the 
sponsorship of the Philippine Air Mail 
Society, Chapter 13 of the American Air 
Mail Society. Altho these contests are 
of national scope, U. S. and foreign 
designers and artists are cordially invited 
to submit entries. 





Close on the heels of these contests, 
on high authority it was learned that 
the local postal officials are getting fed 
up with the string of overprints which 
are “gracing” the stamps of the Philip- 
pines. Information best obtainable at 
this writing is that should these contests 
(first of their kind in this country) prove 
to be successful, all Philippine stamps 
would be superseded with the new de- 
signs. 





According to the sponsors of these con- 
tests, a set of fifteen designs is necessary 
for the postage; while for the airmail, at 
least three. Format for the postage will 
be the same, i. e., the size of the 2 
centavos current will be adopted, and 
for the airmail, the size of the current 
rectangular airpost of the Philippines. 
With reference to the motifs, well, these 
are the only headaches for the competing 
designers and artists. 





Entries for the postage must be sub- 
mitted to the Asociacion Filatelica de 
Filipinas, P. O. 711, Manila, Philippines. 
Those for the airmail must be addressed 
to the Philippine Air Mail Society, P. O. 
Box 716, Manila. All entries received will 
be submitted by both societies to the 
Philippine postal authorities, for selec- 
tion, who in turn, will submit them to 
Malacanan Palace (White House of the 
Philippines) for approval. Time allowed 
for submission of entries is one year, the 
deadline being May 31, 1940, coincident 
with the centenary of the first postage 
stamp of the world.

again, and the Philippines would certain- 
ly be very glad to hear from her, as 
well as from other American designers. 





Special delivery stamps of the Philip- 
pines have never been seen on covers 
addressed to the United States. A 
press bulletin issued by the Bureau of 
Posts on May 11, 1939, announces that 
mail matter for special delivery in the 
United States and prepaid with the 20 
centavos special delivery stamps will be 
accorded the special delivery service. 
This announcement was made following 
receipt of advice from the U. S. Post 
Office Department to this effect. Like- 
wise, aS a reciprocal arrangement, post- 
masters in the Philippines have been in- 
structed to accord special delivery service 
to special delivery mail matter received 
from the United States, according to 
Director of Posts Juan Ruiz. On the 
strength of this announcement, these 
notes are being sent franked with the 
20 centavos special delivery stamp of 
the Philippines. (The notes arrived but 
were delivered as ordinary mail—maybe 
the i hasn’t gotten around here yet. 
—Ep. 





Incidentally, the 20 centavos special 
delivery (1919 issue) with the overprint 
“Commonwealth” (one line) is among 
the new additions to Philippine stamps. 
Others are the 6 centavos and 20 cen- 
tavos (1935 issue) with the overprint 
“Commonwealth” (two lines) in small 
type. Both the 20c special delivery and 
20c regular postage were sold by the 
Bureau of Posts on April 27. The 6 cen- 
tavos were released on May 12. 





For one sure thing, some American 
collectors would not be crying anymore 
for seven months, as copper cancellations 
are now being used by Philippine postal 
clerks on all registered letters addressed 
to the United States. ’Tis an improve- 
ment which came into practice since last 
April, and the cancellation produces very 
thin and light wavy lines. 





Flash! Possibility of issuing a set of 
three commemorative stamps in honor 
of the First Foreign Trade Week (May 
22-28) is at present under consideration 
by the local postal authorities. According 
to informed quarters, stamps of the 4 
centavos (1935 issue), 26 centavos 
(1925) and 20 pesos (1937), will be sur- 
charged with 2, 6 and 50 centavos, re- 
spectively. Just how fast this proposed 
commemorative set could be prepared 
locally, remains uncertain. At any rate, 
should these stamps be released, they 
will be issued after the event—the First 
Foreign Trade Week being from May 22 
to 28.

Franking Law Amended 





Effective July 1, the U. S. Postal Laws 
and Regulations are amended to the ef 
fect that executive departments or inde- 
pendent establishments may not mail 
free of postage any book, report, period- 
ical, bulletin, pamphlet, or list unless a 
request for these has been received. Ex- 
ceptions are official correspondence, mat 
ter concerning sale of government secur- 
ities and forms and blanks necessary in 
administration. Postmasters are charged 
with noting violations. Libraries and 
educational institutions are also excepted 
and the mailing of agricultural bulletins 
or lists of publications for sale by the 
Supt. of Documents are not prohibited.

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BROADWAY CHATTER 
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Dealers here in New York have re- 
ceived brief vacations from the arduous 
task of breaking up the forty-eight sheets 
of the French Colonial New York 
World’s Fair in order to make individual 
sets for their customers. The reason for 
the vacation is the temporary cessation 
of shipments on these items. There is 
no cause for alarm as shipments of these 
stamps will be resumed at probably the 
same price or possibly a slight increase. 





The limited Roumania New York 
World’s Fair set, as predicted a few 
weeks ago in this column, has already 
increased over 50% its wholesale price, 
and is still going up. 





We tipped you off two weeks ago that 
the Mexico New York World’s Fair stamp 
would reach a wholesale price of $1.00 
per set. It looks as if we will be right as 
the wholesale price is steadily increasing 
and new supplies are not forthcoming. 





The recent German law, prohibiting 
the sale of German stamps outside of 
Germany’s borders below face value, and 
demanding that all stamps to be exported 
must be purchased from the Post Office 
at full face value, has already had the 
expected effect on prices here in New 
York. New Issue dealers here have been 
forced in many cases to delay shipment 
of stamps to customers until new sup- 
plies can reach the New York market. 
Under the new law, the barter system of 
exchanging German stamps for those of 
other countries at whatever rate of ex- 
change the parties involved desired was 
done away with completely. This means, 
of course, that all New Issues released 
since the enactment of this law and all 
future issues must inevitably be sold 
well above face value. Penalties ranging 
to ten years in a concentration camp 
have been provided for those violating 
the law.

London Centenary Exhibition 
Prospectus Issued 





The first prospectus for the exhibition 
to celebrate the centenary of postage 
stamps has been issued. Copies may be 
obtained of the Collectors Club, 22 E. 
35th St., New York City. The exhibition, 
to be titled The Stamp Centenary Exhi- 
bition, will be held May 6 to 11, 1940, 
in the Earls Court Building, London, 
England. The executive committee is 
headed by Sir John Wilson, President of 
the Royal Philatelic Society, and offices 
are maintained at 41 Devonshire Place, 
London, W.1, England. 

It is planned by the committee to have 
an exhibition completely representative 
of the stamp issues of the entire world, 
allowing most space for material of great- 
est interest but without neglecting any 
countries. 186,000 square feet of floor 
space will be available, if necessary. 
There will be included space for work 
rooms, for the Jury, lectures and bourse 
booths. The committee is appealing to 
collectors and dealers to aid in financing 
by donations and guarantees. 

Already tentative plans are being 
made for a group of collectors to visit 
the show together and the KenMore 
Stamp Company is sponsoring such a 
group tour from the U. S. There will 
be no profit to the firm, their wish sim- 
ply being to get the group together in 
the interests of a more pleasant trip for 
all.

are known imperforate. Exactly 1,000 
first day covers are claimed to have been 
sent. These stamps it is also claimed 
were not always sold in Spanish cur- 
rency but are believed to have been sold 
only for foreign currency from the Phil- 
atelic Agency at Barcelona. The stamps 
in the two sizes of sheets differ in the 
color of the sky. On the same date this 
stamp in both size sheets was issued with 
an airpost surcharge of 5 pesetas, the 
stamps being sold for 6 pesetas. One 
sheet of 50 existed with inverted sur- 
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charge and another sheet imperf. The 
souvenir sheet was overprinted as well 
and 50 are known to exist with inverted 
overprint and 100 imperforate. Total 
printing of the airmails was believed 
to have been 1,000 souvenir and 10,000 
in sheets of 50. 

The Spanish issue had a short lived 
period of issue for in March, 1939, the 
republican government which had issued 
it was forced to surrender to the rebel 
generalissimo Franco, whose forces pro- 
ceeded to destroy all republican stamps 
found. The actual amount of this issue 
will probably therefore never be known. 
The flag of the defeated republic is 
found in its natural colors in the design, 
along with the American flag with the 
Statue of Liberty in the foreground. On 





one printing, the white stripes of the

U. S. flag are yellow, but whether this 
was due to faulty printing is not known. 
These stamps were printed by the gov- 
ernment works at Barcelona, having been 
delayed in production due to a rebel air 
raid damaging the plant. 


Haiti issued a 60 centimes blue air- 
mail stamp on August 29, 1938, a hand- 
some production from the presses of the 
American Bank Note Co. It portrays 
Washington and the Haitian coat of 
arms. Though issued in 1938, the stamp 
is dated “1787-1937.” Covers are known 
backstamped at Miami, Fla., on August 
28, though Haitian cancellation is of the 
29th. Issued first day at Port-au-Prince. 
The New York Sun states quantity is 
sued was 250,000. 


Ireland (Eire) issued its two com- 
memoratives on March 1, 1939, at Baila 
Atha Clitha (better known as Dublin).

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It was not stated if other cities also 
issued them on that date. These are 
typographed but present a much finer 
appearance than was expected. Both of 
the same design, the 2d is in bright 
carmine and the 3d a deep blue. Wash- 
ington again is featured, at left of an 
adaptation of the eagle on the Great 
Seal of the U. S., with harp at right 
of eagle. 


Salvador issued 570,000 8 centavos 
for ordinary postage and 60,000 30 cen- 
tavos for air mail, placing them on sale 
April 22, 1938, at 8:30 A.M. at the cap- 
ital, El Salvador. The entire issue was 
sold out in half an hour. These were 
large multi-colored pictorials with flags 
of both countries in natural colors with 
relief map of North and Central America 
in background. The dates inscribed are 
“1787 - 1937 - 1789 - 1939.” The airmail 
stamp differed from the ordinary by 
having a monoplane added to upper right 





corner. Printed by the American Bank 
Note Co. 
Panama issued its long postponed 


series on December 7, 1938, and these 
proved to be all the same general design 
with flags of both countries in color 
with ruined cathedral tower of Old Pan- 
ama and Statue of Liberty in center. 
The issue was very small in proportion 
to demand and was quickly sold out. 
The values were 1, 2, 5, 12 and 15 cen- 
tesimos for ordinary postage and 7, 8, 
15 and 50 centesimos and 1 balboa for 
airmail. Only 10,000 complete sets were 
available with more of lower values 
ranging to 300,000 of the 1c and 2c. 
One sheet of 2c was found by an Amer-

Ecuador’s entire series was issued Feb. 
8, 1938, at Quito, according to report 
from there. This series was authorized 
by a Supreme Decree signed August 9, 
1937, by President General F. Paez, 
authorizing the printing of 15 million 
stamps by the American Bank Note Co., 
at a cost of $28,000. The 2c values were 
sold out by November, 1938. 

Nicaragua. Pairs of the 50c are on the 
market imperf between (vertical pairs). 
Whether one sheet or several were found 
has not been reported. If only one sheet, 
with one row of horizontal perfs missing 
was found, there would consequently 
have been only five such pairs as the 
stamps were issued in sheets of 25.

PROPOSED ISSUES 


The Chinese Nationalist government 
was scheduled to have issued a set on 
April 15. Reports of designs and values 
were conflicting. 

Turkey at first planned a set and then 
announced that a joint series would be 








issued to commemorate both the Con- 
stitution anniversary and the New York 
World’s Fair. This also was due this 
spring. Values to be 2%, 3, 6, 7%, 8 
and 12% kurus. 

Costa Rica was reported planning 5 
ordinaries and 5 airmails for release in 
the summer of 1939, but at least one 
source denied this. 

Congressman Sol Bloom of New York, 
Director General of the Constitution 
Sesquicentennial Commission was quoted 
some months ago as saying that 40 
countries in all had promised stamps for 
the anniversary, but several countries 
named at the time have since stated 
there would be no such issues. Greece, 
Bulgaria, Peru, Russia and Latvia were 
still on the proposed list. Cuba was 
also reported, though denied.
